)ue That Once Cost Citlxen George 


Francis Train K6O,OOO. 


A broken window pane once cost 


George Francis Train more than $60,- 
000. 
It was this way: Citizen Train, 


"with the brains of 20 men in his head, 
all pulling different ways," went to 
Omaha in the spring of 1864. At that 
tiTue he was the most talked of man in 
America. He had not a thing but mon- 
ey He bought 5,000 city lots, and alto- 
gether spent several hundred thousand 
dollars. He boarded at the Eerndon 
House, the best hotel in eight, The 
quixotic Train was regular in only one 
thing—his habits. He always occupied 
the same seat at the table. One morn- 
ing a pace of glass was broken ont of a 
window directly behind his chair. He 
protested and was advised to change 
his seat. He would not. Instead he paid 
a servant 10 cents a minute to stand 
between him and the draft. After 
breakfast he expostulated with the 
landlord, bnt received no satisfaction. 


"Never mind," said Train 
"In 60 


days I will build a hotel that will rain 
yonr business." 


And he did. The contract was let 


that day. Scores of men were put to 
work The site selected was Ninth and 
Barney streets, near the Missouri river 
Citizen Train went to New York and 
engaged Colonel Cozzens, a noted caterer 
of that city, as manager for his hotel. 


The building alone cost $40,000. The 


furnishings cost $20,000 more. In the 
basement was a gas plant—the only, 
ooe west of St. Louis. The work was 
done on time, and, trne to his word, 60 
days after he threatened the manager 
of the Herndon Eonse George Francis 
Train, citizen cf the earth, opened bin 
hotel, which he called the Cozzens 
House. The grand opening ball waa at- 
tended by the governor of Nebraska and 
his staff 
the mayor of Omaha and 
j notables from pther states The 


house was n blaze of glory and a. scene 
of almost oriental magnificence 
Just 


when the big reception was well on 
there was a sudden flpsb, a strange 
noise, and then—total darkness I The 
gas plant had collapsed. 


The Cozzens House did a flourishing 
siness for a year or two and the Hern- 


don Eonse was badly crippled. Finally 
Train fell out with bis manager and 
the place was closed. 


After the business part of Omaha 


moved back from the river the Eerndon 
House declined and finally relapsed into 
a state of innpcnons desuetude. A few 
fears later it became the property of 


Union Pacific railroad and is still 


nsed as the headquarters of that com- 
pany in Omaha.

ted public library for this city or school 
district may soon be assured. The ladies 
of Beno stand ready to co-operate heart- 
ily with the committee of the Beno Im- 
provement Association which has the li- 
brary matter within ite jurisdiction, 


Mrs John T. Orr says in behalf of the 


Twentieth Century Club: 
"The ladies 


are pledged'to serve on committees, make 
canvasses or do anything in their sphere 
to bring about this result so much de- 
sired by them." 


Frank H, Norcroas kindly furnishes 


our readers with the law under which 
the library may be provided for. By act 
ot 1897, the law reads: 


"Whenever a petition for the establish- 


ment of a free public library, signed by a 
majority of the tax payers or by tax pay- 
ers representing a majority of the taxa- 
ble property, as shown by the last pro- 
oedi|p assessment roll of any city, un- 
incorporated town or school district, 
shall be presented to the board of county 
commissioners of the county in which 
said city, unincorporated town or school 
district is situated, accompanied by affi- 
davit of one or more of the signers there- 
of that the signatures thereto are genu- 
ine, the said board ot county commis- 
sioners shall levy annually thereafter, in 
the manner and at the time other taxes 
are levied, a tax upon all the taxable 
property in the said city, unincorporated 
town or school district, ot not* less than 
ten cents nor more than fifty cents on 
each $100 valuation of the taxable prop- 
erty therein, for the purpose of creating 
a fund to be known as the Library 
Fund." 


In the school district in which Beno is 


situated the taxable property is assessed 
at $2,000,000. A tax of ten cents upon 
the hundred dollars would yield an an- 
nual fund of $2,000, sufficient to pay all 
expenses of operating the free library 
and to purchase in a few years au excel- 
lent collection ef books. 


A number of ladies are also willing to 


serve upon committees to solicit sub- 
scriptions to institute and maintain a li- 
brary, provided there should be opposi- 
tion to the plan ot raising the money by 
taxation. 


One of the ladies suggests that a library 


could be made self-sustaining by an an- 
nual fee to be paid by such of the pa- 
trons as feel able and willing to contrib- 
ute to its support. •»
